vedthe 24th of F#/y, whereupon the ſaid Fiſcal ex- 
ecuted his Order accordingly, and brought the ſaid 
Patten tothe Hague 3 where being landed, he defi- 
red a Coach, but was anſwered that he was to walk 
on foot : On his way, being guarded by the Fiſcal 
and another Officer, one ſtept in uſing theſe words 
in derifion, Where are yowr Halberdeers now to ſecure 
yo» ?

where their Fingers, Toes, Ears, Noſes, Hearts, 
and Privy Members were cut-off and mangled in a 
moſt barbarous manner, and (old up and down the 
Town, a Joynt of a Finger for r2 Stivers, a whole 
one for 15 Stivers, a piece of an Ear for 25 Stivers, 
and a Toe for 10 Stivers, and fo proportionable, 
So horrid and diſmal a SpeRacle in all its Circum- 
Rances was ſcarce ever ſeen or heard of,
